Story of a Brave Man. 
The telegraph briefly announces this morn- 
re suicide at Jacksen, Miss., of Colonel 
zanper K. MoCrune, Our manuscript 
dispatch read, “ Col. McO.une, the Duellist ;" 
but he was otherwise distinguished, in a very 
eventful life in the Southwest, than for his 
prowess under the bloody “ Code of Honor,” 
and deserves, in death, to be remembered 
as well for the good which he did, as for the 
evil which the telegraphic record would cause 
te live after him. He was a brave man for- 
his country in war, as well as a desperate 
one in defence of his own perhaps too sensi- 
tife honor, im peace. He .was. prompt, gal- 
lant, and distinguished in the Volunteer Ser. 
Vice in Mexico, in 1847, under General Tay- 
Lou. “He was the first to scale the Black 
Fort at Monterey, and for his intrepidity in 
placing the Stars and Stripes on its captured 
walls, was marked and pierced by the enemy 
with wounds under which he suffered the 
most agonizing pains for five or six months, 
and ohafed that he could not be rid of them 
to bear his part on the field of Buena Vista, 
within a few miles of which he was invalided. 
The personal story of Colonel McCxune, 
though a sanguinary one, is not. without its 
réliefs. He was called a desperate duellist ; 
not.that he was by nature blood-thirsty, or 
loved the practice for the .poor renown it 
brought him, but because when he did fight 
in this way, which was not often, he made no 
compromises ‘for the chances of life; and 
exacted as’ Well as granted, the extreme 
terms of the cde, as practised in Mississippi 
fifteen or twelity years’ ago, when extrava- 
gance and desperation ih every department 
of life, appeared for a season to run riot. His 
first meeting was in 1833 or 1634, with a man 
by the name of Atuzn. The weapons, pis- 
tols, to be fired at ten paces, or while advanc- 
ing nearer to each other, and then the use of 
the bowie-knife.. Auuew fell. The second 
meeting was five years afterwards, or more, 
with young Mznwnirzz, at Vicksburg, the bro- 
ther of Ricuszsp H. Meunwirez, member of 
Congress from Kentucky in 1838-39. The 
weapen, the rifle; both parties excellent 
shots, but Menwirer fell at the second fire. 
There may have been other altercations in 
which he was engaged, but they are not now 
remembered. These two fatal transactions 
gave a notoriety to the man which he 
was far from being proud of, and the 
public recollection of which he endeavored to 
efface, in his riper years, by political and mili- 
tary service, first as the head of the. Whig 
press in Mississippi in the Presidential cam- 
paign of 1840; then as Marshal of the United 
States for the Northern District of the State, 
and afterwards as a yolunteer te Mexico, the 
Lieutenant-Colonel of his régiment. After 
the war he was the political friend of General: 
TaYtor, not to the exelusion.of Mr. Cra, of 
whose neighborhood in Kentucky McCtune 
was a native, but in default of his nomination 
at Philadelphia. . Under his Administration he 
was appointed.to a diplomatic station as
